Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 39-42 would be rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. For example claim 39 lacks clarity and 
completeness of structural relationship between the braking housing, the shaft and the braking member. Further, it cannot be understood 
how "a stopper guide" is stmcturally and functionally related to the pivotal plate to limit rotation without the presence of a stop. Claim 41 
has similar en-ors. In addition, claim 41 line 17 "a first end of a rotation shaft" is not understood, lines 21 "between a rotation shaft and a 
braking houing" is not understood. Claims 39-42, however, would be allowable if rewritten to comply with 35 USC 112. 
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
